
Process to Incorporate a Town
(Includes changes made by H.B. 466, 2007 General Session)

Basic Requirements:
• contiguous area of unincorporated
county;
• population of at least 100; and
• population less than 1,000.

Petition signed by owners of property that:
1) covers more than 50% of land area; and
2) is at least 1/3 of land value.

Large property owners may opt out if property:
• is more than 1% of total assessed value;
• is currently nonurban;
• will not need municipal-type services; and
• exclusion will not leave an unincorporated island.

CLB shall grant incorporation.

(does not apply to First Class
Counties [Salt Lake County])

• CLB appoints mayor and town
council from list provided by
petition sponsors;
• Mayor files articles of
incorportion with Lt. Gov;
• Town is incorporated upon Lt.
Gov certification.

CLB commission feasibility
study to determine if
projected revenues would
exceed projected costs by
more than 5%.

CLB Approval Required

CLB Approval Required

If projected revenues would
NOT exceed projected costs
by more than 5%, the CLB
shall grant incorporation.

If projected revenues WOULD
exceed projected costs by more
than 5%, the CLB may:
• deny;
• grant incorporation; or
• grant incorporation with
financial conditions.
